"WASHINGTON. (AP). A multi-billion dollar budget, 


proposing vast outlays for national defense, and continued 
deficit spending, was submitted to congress by President 
Roosevelt. It would run the federal debt total up to $44,438,- 
000,000 in 1940—an_all-tirae record. 
The budget—lor the fiscal year 
- 


beginning July 1, 1939, and ending 
July 1, 1940—calls (or $8,995,663,- 
200 of federal spending. The pres- 
ident's fiscal aides estimated it 
would cause an additional deficit 
of 53,326,343,000, running up the 
federal debt close to the $45,000,- 
000,000 limit set by congress. 


Major items included $1,609,- 


000,000 for national defense, $968,- 
158,851 for agriculture and at least 
$1,500,000,000 for work relief dur- 
ing the 12 months beginning next 
July 1. The president said he 
would send an exact figure on 
work relief in a special message to 
congress. 
A third message, sent to con- 
gress in a day of feverish activity, 
proposed an 875 million dollar spe- 
cial appropriation 
to supplement 


the $1,425,000,000 already provided 
for VVPA this year. 
The special fund is designed to 
run WPA from Feb. 1 thru June. 
In proposing it, the chief execu- 
tive recommended strict legisla- 
tion imposing penalties for "im- 
proper political practices" in reliqf. 
The budget message, 'accompa- 


nied 
by voluminous 
supporting 


documents, was droned out by 
reading clerks in contrast to the 
president's own dramatic appear- 
ance in congress Wednesday.

Reactionary 73 year old 


Baron Kiichiro Hiranuma became 
premier, succeeding Prince Fumi- 
maro Konoye at the head of a 
highly authoritarian new govern- 
ment. 
Under Hiranuma Japan, 


already far along the totalitarian 
road, was expected to impose in- 
creasingly strict control of eco- 
nomic life, seek to consolidate her 
conquests in China and bring all 
political parties into one group. 


Boys less than IS were called to 
the defense of government Spain 
as Generalissimo Franco's insur- 
gent army advanced to little more 
than GO miles fiom Barcelona, e:ov- 
ernment capital, and seat of ita 
resistance. 


The center of the government 


line in Catalonia, which has held 
against the 14-day insurgent big 
push, appeared isolated from the 
main government base except for 
one secondary road. 


Insurgents announced the cap- 


ture of Borjas Blancas, 67 miles 
west of Barcelona, southern an- 
chor of the government's main de- 
fense line in eastern Spam and key 
to the vital Urgel tableland. 


Col. Joseph Beck, Polish foreign

Dan Garber, Red Cloud, who

The governor, while patting the 
state safety patrol on the back, 
declared, in his address, that me- 
chanical inspection of cars has not 
been satisfactory. He recommended 
repeal of that feature, with such 
function reserved, optionally, to 
local subdivisions.

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LABOR LEADERS HAVE 


A LEGISLATIVE SLATE 


Seven or Eight Measures Are 


to Be Pressed for 


Passage. 


Organized labor has a legisla- 


tive program that it expects to 
shortly present to the lawmakers. 
Roy M. Brewer, G r a n d Island, 
president of the Nebraska Fed- 
eration of. Labor, an observer at 
the session Thursday, said that 
ratification of the child l a b o r 
amendment would be asked even 
tho the federal wages-hour law 
covers much the same ground. 
It 


refers only to goods in interstate 
commerce, and the labor leaders 
think the states should make sure 
that the entire field is covered. 
The last legislature refused rati- 
fication by a vote of 37 to 5. 


Mr. B r e w e r said that a bill 


\vould be introduced to broaden 
the scope of the federal wages- 
hour law so as to clear up existing 
doubts of. employes and employers 
as to whether they come under it. 
Another possible bill tying in with 
a federal law, Brewer said, would 
be o n e guaranteeing collective 
bargaining. 
This, he said, would 


cover employes not subject to the 
federal Wagner labor relations act. 


Other legislation to be sought by 


organized labor includes: 


Repeal of the antipicketing act, 


despite the fact a "test" case on 
its constitutionality is pending in 
the Nebraska supreme court. 


Extension of the building codes 


to employes and employers not 
covered by municipal codes, in- 
cluding the licensing: of painters, 
electricians, plumbers and others. 


A bill to make it mandatory 


upon employers to set a given day 
each month on which to pay their 
employes. 


An amendment to the female 


workers' law strengthening the 
penalties for violation of the pro- 
vision 
prohibiting 
women 
from 


working longer than nine hours 
and between 12:30 and 6 a. m., 
with some exceptions.

areas to snowfall in the west and 
south. Weather officials reported 
.03 of an inch of moisture at Val- 
entine and Chadron, .02 at North 
Platte. and .01 at Lincoln. Sioux 
City received the heaviest fall with 
.22 in a brisk rain early Wednes- 
day 
n i g h t . 
Temperatures 
at 


weather bureau stations ranged 
from 12 above at Sidney to 32 in 
Lincoln. 


Lincoln Telephone company of- 


ficials reported no precipitation in 
its districts except at Lincoln. Bur- 
lington railroad reports showed 
snow from Arcadia to St. Paul, 
David City to Ulysses, and Osmond 
to Ferry. One fourth inch was re- 
ported on the O'Neill lines, and one 
half to one inch from Brunswick 
to Plainview. No precipitation was 
reported along the Wymore di- 
vision and only traces were noted 
in the southwest.

RYE IN WHEAT PROVES 


COSTLY TO FARMERS 


Causes Grain to Grade Low; 


Loss in 1937 Alone Set 


at $40,000. 


Looking forward to further im- 


provement of Nebraska's annual 
wheat crop, a "rye in wheat" sur- 
vey has been undertaken by the 
Nebraska Gram Improvement as- 
sociation, Secy. Fred E. 
Siefer 


announced after conferring' with 
officials at the Nebraska college 
of agiiculture. 


For the years 1931 to 1938, in- 


clusive, every cat- of 
Nebraska 


grown wheat shipped to Omaha 
will be grouped according to the 
counties from which the car lota 
originated In addition to rye, all 
other grading factors are also be- 
ng tabulated 
However, the study 


is being made primarily for the 
rye factor. 


Preliminary returns from 
thp 


survey for 1937 indicates that 7.3 
percent of all wheat shipped to 
Dmaha that year had enough rye 
in it to be graded down on that 
account. 
Siefer estimates that in 


1937 alone Nebraska farmers suf- 
fered a $40,000 loss from this fac- 
tor. Altho rye in wheat is no more 
serious in Nebraska than in other 
areas, he feels that fom the milling- 
standpoint the "rye 
in wheat" 


overshadows the 
wheat variety 


problem in Nebraska. 
He pointed 


out that a survey conducted by J. 
Allen Clark and K. S. Quisenbcrry 
m 1934 showed Nebraska's wheat 
acreage composed of 59.5 percent 
Turkey, 18.9 percent Nebraska 60, 
and 8.7 Kanred. 


Siefer is urging the bureau of 


agricultural economics, thru the 
state anti federal statistician, to 
make a thoro survey of Nebraska 
varieties to get much more exact 
information. 
This wheat survey 


and the rye survey, Siefer says, 
will assist in formulating- the pro- 
gram of the newly deevloped Ne- 
sraska Grain Improvement asso- 
ciation to accomplish the greatest 
results in crop improvement work 
for Nebraska. 


While at the college Wednesday, 


:he Ornahan aaid wheat variety 
test plots in western Nebraska ap- 
pear in good condition. 
He was 


somewhat dubious about the plots 
n other areas. In each test 100 
"farmer samples" of wheat are 
planted for comparison. Next July 
farm meetings will be held around 
each test.

liant teacier of the law 


Born Nov 15, 1882 the son of a 


long line of rabbis he arrived in 
this country in 1894, a 12-year-old 
who spoke not a word of English 
Twelve years later he had made 
his way thru the New York pub- 
lic schools and the college of the 
city of New York and was gradu- 
ated from Hai\ard law school with 
with highest honors 


Frankfurters first experience in 


the field of administrative law 
which he was later to teach at 
Haivard came as assistant U S 
attorney In New York under Col 
Henry L Sttmson later secietary 
of state 


He served next as law officer 


for the bureau of insular affairs 
during the war u as confidential 
assistant to Secretaiy of War 
Newton D Baker with the rank of 
majoi and in 191S became co ordi 
nator of labor activities for the 
federal government 


His fame and his greatest early 


influence however were part and

Named to the law faculty at Har 
vaid in 1914 he became head of 
the dcpattinent of administrative 
law in 192-1 


Justice Caidozo officiated at the

Message on Work Relief 


WASHINGTON (#) The text of 
President Roosevelt's special mes- 
sage on work relief follows 


In my message of April 14, 1938, 


I pi esented to the congi ess tei - 
t a i n lecommendations coveung 
programs for the work progress 
administration, for public works, 
and foi housing, which were de- 
signed to increase the purchasing 
power of the nation, to stimulate 
business activity, and to pro\ ide 
increased employment 


Subsequently, in the emergency 


relief appiopnation act of 1938, 
approved June 21, 1938, the con- 
gi ess appropriated to the woi ks 
progress administration the sum of 
$1,425,000,000, together with cer- 
tain balances of previous alloca- 
tions to that administration which 
remained unobligated on June 30, 
1938 


By other legislation $23,000,000 


of this appropriation was reserved 
foi specific puiposes and therefore 
was not available for the woiks 
progress administration progi am 


In section 2 of the act, the con- 
gress piovided that the available 
funds should be apportioned over 
the first eight months of the fiscal 
year 1939, and fuither authorized 
me to modify that apportionment 
in the event of an extraordinary 
emergency 
or unusual 
circum- 


stance which could not be antici- 
pated at the time the apportion- 
ment was made 


Since the enactment by the con- 
gress of legislation providing funds 
for the programs recommended in 
my message, substantial business 
and industrial improvement has 
occurred thruout the country 


However, during the p e r i o d 


prior to the adoption of this legis- 
lation, when unemployment was 
increasing 
the increase 
in the 


number employed on the \vorks 
progress administration program 
did not keep pace with the need 
for employment because the works 
pi ogress administration had funds 
to employ only part of those who 
were out of jobs 
In addition, in a period of in- 


creasing unemployment theie is a 
lag before the impact of the job- 
less i eaches the works pi ogi ess 
administration 
This is because 


workers who lose their jobs ex- 
haust their private lesources be- 
fore applying for relief 
Further- 


more, the time intervening be- 
tween the loss of private jobs and 
the need for works progress ad- 
ministration employment is now 
considerably greater than hereto- 
fore because of the operation of 
the unemployment compensation 
program 


WPA Expanded Program. 


Therefore, with the passage of 
the emergency relief appiopila- 
tio nact of 1938 the works prog- 
ress administt ation expanded its 
piogram in an effort more nearly 
to meet the needs of the unem- 
ployed 
While beginning in July, 


1938, 
125000 to 150,000 workeis 
were voluntarily leaving works 
pi ogress administration projects 
each month, it was necessary to 
add from 200,000 to 300,000 others 
monthly to the rolls in order to 
meet the needs of those whose 
personal resources for compensa- 
tion b e n e f i t s had become ex- 
hausted, and to take back as re- 
quired by section 12 of the act 
those who had left the works 
pi ogi ess admimsti ation for pi i- 
vate employment and whose em- 
ployment had b e e n terminated 
thru no fault of their own 
The demands upon the works 
pi ogress administration appropri- 
ation were increased by two addi- 
tional factoi s 
The critical for- 
eign situation has had an adverse 
effect upon American business and 
industrial employment in t h i s 
countiy and rns been an unex- 
pected deflationaiy foice affect- 
ing the p i i c c s of commodities 
cntcrmfi into woi Id mukcts such 
as ccitun of oui impoit nil agii- 
cultui nl commodities 
This h is 
accentu itod ichcf pioblcms m im 
poitant nicas in the countiy 
In 
iddition 
the hui ricane w h i c h 


de\ nsUiled Hi KG a r e a s of New 
England list September senously 
d is loci ted mdustiy and tiade in 
the northeastern section of the 
countiy and added to the relief 
bin don in that aiea 
As a icsult of the foicgoing fac- 
tors t h e employment provided 
fiom the works pi ogi ess admin- 
isti ation appi opi lation increased 
fiom 2000000 at the beginning of 
Tub 1938 to n peak of 3350000 
Dui ing the pnst few weeks the 
numbci his been declining 
On 
Dec 24, 1038 the total had fallen 
to 3 112 000 and it is expected 
that the employment dm ing the 
month of T inu ny \\ ill appioxi- 
mate 3000000 The foiegoing fig- 
i uos include* employment pio\idcd 
with f u n d s trnnsfei i cd by the 
woi ks pi ogi ess adminihti ation to 
other federal ifiencies under the 
authority of section 3 of the net 
An aveiage of 90000 persons aie 
thus employed under conditions 


entiielv similar to those pertaining 
in the mam works progress ad- 
mmisti ation program 


L ndei the conditions outlined 
above, the funds appropriated to 
the works pi ogress administiation 
will be barely adequate to finance 
the operations of that agency thiu 
the month of January 1939 There- 
fore, in a c c o r d a n c e with the 
authoiity contained m section 2 of 
the emeigency relief appropi lation 
act of 1938 I have apportioned 
those funds to be used duung the 
fa st seven months of the fiscal 
year 
It is belie\ed that sufficient 
funds should now be appiopriated 
to the wotks pi ogress administra- 
tion foi the balance of the curient 
fiscal year to employ an average 
of 3000,000 workeis in Febiuary 
and M a r c h and a diminishing 
number beginning in Apul which 
\\ould reach a figure of 2700,000 
in June 
This would include the 
numbei s to be employed with 
funds transferred to other federal 
agencies 
The employment pro- 
posed for February and March, 
which is the same number that is 
expected to be reached in Janu- 
ary, is justified by seasonal fac- 
tois and the lag in outside con- 
struction operations which always 
occurs on account of weather con- 
ditions 
In fact, there is normally 
an increase in the need for em- 
ployment d u r i n g these winter 
months, and the funds available to 
the works progress administration 
have not been sufficient to enable 
it to assign to its program a large 
n u m b e r of employable persons 
who have been certified as in need 
of relief 


Costs (61 Per Worker 


The works progress administra- 


tion program is at present being 
conducted at an average federal 
c o s t of approximately $61 per 
worker per month, of which only 
$1 is overhead admimstiative ex- 
pense 
Therefoie to provide the 


employment set forth above, a de- 
ficiency appropriation of $875,- 
000 000 will be required, and this 
is the amount which I recommend 
to the congress 
In view of the 


fact previously mentioned, t h a t 
the funds now available are barely 
sufficient to finance the works 
pi c sress administration thru the 
month of January, 1939, I urge 
speedy action on the part of the 
congress to provide these addi- 
tional funds in order to prevent 
disruption of the program 
and 


consequent suffering and want on 
the pait of the unemployed 


I realize that the congress may 


wish to presci ibe by legislation 
the manner in which funds appro- 
pi mted to the works progress ad- 
ministration and other appropria- 
tions shall be distributed 
How 


evei the problem of distributing 
woik relief funds is a complicated 
one involving factors not only of 
population but of economic and 
unemployment conditions in vari- 
ous sections of the country 
The 


hasty adoption of legislative pro- 
visions, to be immediately effec- 
tive, which radically change the 
present m e t h o d of distributing 
w o r k s pi ogress administration 
f u n d s would greatly complicate 
the administration of the program 
in the coming months 
I there- 


fore 
behtA L that the 
congiess 


should make this question the sub- 
ject of study ind hearings with a 
view to determining a policy to 
obtain m the fiscal year 1940, but 
that the appropriation r e c o m- 
mended in this message should be 
made on the same terms as that 
for the first part of the fiscal year 
1939 


No one wishes more sincerely 


than I do that the piogram for 
assisting unemployed w o r k e r s 
s h a l l be completely free from

PRESIDENT UP TO PAR. 


When the president takes the speak- 


«r'« platform in the capilol to addreaa 
congress, there is a challenge for him 
in this act, for he baa eatablished a 
reputation 
for distinguished, striking 


and unusual messages 'to congress and 
he naturally feels that he should main- 
tain that reputation. The president was 
up to par, Wednesday. 
His message 


compared favorably with earlier ones. 
It waa masterfully 
presented, 
adroit, 


and not without a note of good humor. 
The president clings to certain onj«c- 
tlvea to which he ha* devoted himself 
for a long time. 
At the same time 


he is tolerant of criticism of what has 
gone before. 


The mesnge took up the world sit- 


uation and proceeded from a brief re- 
•ume and discussion of the troubles 
which confront the world to a discus- 
lion of the domestic situation, viewed 
against the dark world background. 
The president raised some question, 
almost a challenge, in this connection, 
that will Dear careful consideration. 


"There comes a time in the 'affairs 


of men," he said, "when they must 
prepare to defend not their homes alone, 
but the tenets of faith and humanity 
on which their churches, their govern- 
ments and their very civilization are 
founded." 
;The principle thus stated contemplates 
more than isolation, more than mere 
defense of the nation's borders. It con- 
templates, in defense of the tenets of 
faith and humanity, aggressive action 
abroad, either by peaceful or by war- 
like methods. Not only that, Mr. Roose- 
velt sees defense of religion, of de- 
mocracy and of good faith as bound 
up in a single problem. The hint of 
sanctions thus contained may cause 
some concern abroad. 


Proceeding from the theory to the 


practice, the president turned to the 
problem of national defense, with which 
he is much concerned, and recommended 
further expansion of military strength 
in this country. 
Thruout this portion 


of the. message one could not help but 
feel that the president regarded a ser- 
ious world crisis as an inevitable de- 
velopment before long. 


His recommendations concerning do- 


mestic, social and economic problems 
were not new. Ho urged the elimination 
of causes for factional disputes in tho 
case of the Wagner net and the social 
security act and again called for gov- 
ernment reorganization. 
The budget 


problem is uppermost in many minds 
and was given attention. 


To achieve a balance, he explained. 


Income must be increased and activities 
drastically reduced. 
He proposes a 


little of both, some restriction of gov- 
ernment spending and some new taxes 
to increase revenue. He received the 
republican burst of applause at his men- 
tion of a budget balance with his ever- 
ready grin. 


If congress wonts to bring about a 


balance it will have to cut federal 
activities a third, cutting such items ns 
veterans' pensions, highways, national 
defense, aid to agriculture, public works 
and relief. The president does not ser- 
iously think congress will drastically 
reduce expenditures for these projects 
which are so dear to members. He there- 
fore urges that government revenue bo 
somewhat increased and that the nation 
struggle along Its present unbalanced 
pathway, with the deficit reduced, of 
course, until prosperity returns and the 
lifting of the debt burden becomes n 
simple matter of government financing 


It is plain thruout the message that 


the president will be content to coast 
along for a time. 
Anxious to hold 


what gains he has made, and appar 
ently not anxious to antagonize congress 
too much, at least not at the opening 
of the session, the president was re- 
strained and tolerant In his report on 
the state of the nation, altho just a 
trifle disturbing in the Implications con 
talned in hl» comments on the inter- 
national situation. 


KONOYE RESIGNS. 


The resignation of Premier Konoye 


of Japan haa two significant aapecta 
In the first place It repreaenta a protest 
acalnat the conduct of Japanese natlona 
affalra. 
In the aecond place It repre- 


acnU a defeat of that large body of 
tfentlment which la opposed to the con 
nlvlng of tlie Japanese militarists. 


Prince Konoye represented a reason 


ably liberal point of view. He was not 
antl-mlllUrlit In the extreme. 
But he 


did not (o along with the militarists 
without qoMftkm. 
H* npmentexl 


view Held by t!>« (real and more or 


less inarticulate masses in Japan. His 
was the popular view if there Is any 
popular view in Japan. 


In the position of premier he at- 


tempted to put this view into effect in 
the formulation of national and inter- 
national policies. 
He was stopped at 


every turn In the road. 
The military 


machine * which brought on this 
ex- 


travagant, expensive and bloody war 
with China, a war of conquest which 
is draining Japan of all its resources 
and placing Incredible hardships on the 
people, continues to hold the emperor's 


,r. 
' 


While Konoye held on there was some 


hope that in the end he might control 
Japanese policy, or head it In the direc- 
tion he favored. But when pressure be- 
came so great that he had to resign 
it became apparent that the liberal view 
is losing ground in Japan. The resig- 
nation of Kbnoye was discouraging for 
Jle whole world. 


THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
The message of Gov. Cochran to the 


legislature of Nebraska Is a dignified, 
carefully prepared and interesting doc- 
ument. 
The governor notes that the 


legislature Is elected on a non-political 
basis but that no such provision is 
made in the selection of governor. 
Nevertheless he 1* desirous of approach- 
ing the business of the state In a" non- 
polUlcaJ manner, ready to co-operate 
.vith the legislature. He says. "I assure 
you I shall be equally non-political, 
with but one desire, and that la to do 
what is best for the people of Ne- 
braska." 


Early in his address the governor 


pointed to the changed situation which 
confronts the people of the state. There 
ha* been a reduction in the physical 
valuation of assessable property in the 
past ten years of one-third, or more 
than a billion dollars. 
Ii that period 


the government hap t^ken over the 
costly function of providing relief for 
the unfortunates. 
A recent report of 


the legislative council 
discloses that 


almost $3,000,000 per month is spent 
by the state, local and federal govern- 
ment for relief in various forms. The 
governor asks the question whether this 
situation does not dictate to us our duty 
to carry out a program of at least halt- 
ing any further increase in public ex- 
penditures, and even accomplishing re- 
ductions. 
He deals in detail with the 


matters of social security, distribution 
of relief funds and the necessity for 
changes in present laws. 
He empha- 


sizes the fact that what wo have today 
Is an assistance or 
relief 
program 


based on need, not a pension program 
based on inherent right. Revenue should 
be appropriated to maintain at least 
present standards of relief. 


Gov. Cochran says that the intangible 


tax law of 1921 has been a failure. He 
recommend.* legislation that would re- 
quire brokerage houses to supply a list 
of all stock purchases by their clients; 
to require state ownership certificates 
on corporation bonds owned by res- 
idents; to increase the state inheritance 
tax. 


The governor recommends as a con- 


tinued policy the pay-as-you-go system 
and maintenance of local self govern- 
ment. Ho says his ideas are in harmony 
with the report of the legislative council, 
which recommends reductions in ap- 
propriations sufficient 
to absorb de- 


linquencies In the general fund during 
the bfcnniitrn. 


Ho urges that the state board of 


agriculture bo authorized to issue ap- 
proximately $15,000 in debentures for 
the purpose of refinancing bonds out- 
standing. 


He would eliminate or curtail bureaus 


dealing with relief work wherever pos- 
sible. 
He suggests a constitutional 


amendment to place the normal schools 
and the university under one authority. 
He reports on. progress in highway 
building and announces that Nebraska 
now has 8,733 miles of improved roads, 
one-third of which is paved. 


He recommends that the part of the 


law providing for mechanical inspection 
of motor vehicles be repealed, and that 
this function be reserved to the local 
subdivisions and be left optional with 
them. 
He endoi ses the work of the 


state safety patrol. 


The governor points to the need for 


amendment of the state unemployment 
compensation act. 


In conclusion, the governor says he 


recognizes the mutual desire to work 
together for the beat interests of the 
state and the perpetuation of democratic 
government. He expresses a desire to 
consult the members of the legislature 
on all Important matters of state. 


The comptroller general is expected 


to be n gvidfly to anyone who spends 
federal money and Acting Comptroller 
Elliott is living up to tho reputation 
of that office as established by Mr. 
McCarl. He has Just "put the bee" on 
the national guard organizations in nine 
states where he charges irregularities 
by national guard 
officers. 
Persons 


who find temptation in the handling 
of' federal funds should never forget 
the comptroller's office is on the Job 
and usually finds mistakes of this sort 


The supreme court has held that a 


state can bar liquor Imports and to 
that extent, the posit ion of the dry 
states Is protected. But the dry states 
have been promised and deserve the 
protection of the federal government 
Without that they arc never going to 
be able to protect themselves and the 
federal government ts not hurting Itself 
in aiding the dry territories.

MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
It is admitted that many generating 


plants in service produce energy for lew 
than the Lincoln muny plant, but that 
may not always be true. Number of 
pounds of coal now required per kilo- 
watt hours is 2.12 as compared to a 
former rate of 2.24. Improvements be- 
ing made and planned should reduce 
the cost of energy production within a 
year or two to near the low cost of 
the most efficient plants. 


The Lincoln power plant Is now out 


of debt, excepting what it owes the 
city water department—about $313,000. 
When that is paid the water depart- 
ment will be so fixed financially that 
its indebtedness can be discharged at 
the earliest possible date of bond re- 
tirement. 
That will be about threjp 


years hence. Lincoln's power plant waa 
built that the city might control rates, 
if an attempt should be made to collect 
from consumers more than should be 
charged. It must be maintained with 
that end kept in view. A n«w contract 
for building changes to make room for 
new equipment is now being considered, 
after bids have been received, involving 
an outlay of $24,000. 


The two robbe rs who held up the 


Fairfleld bank a few weeks ago and 
were captured later in Ohio had re- 
mained overnight In the Hastings police 
Jail on the Monday previous to the Fair- 
field robbery. 
They appeared at the 


Hastings Jail and asked for lodging. In 
the files of the police department at 
the time was a card from the F. B. L 
describing one of the men, giving his 
picture and his various names. He had 
been registered that evening under one 
of the aliases shown on the F. B. I. 
reward card. The men were not ques- 
tioned anfl were not fingerprinted. Thtsy 
were released the next morning to go 
their way. On the night following they 
slept at the Fair-Held jail and Wednes- 
day morning robbed the bank there. 
That much has been determined in the 
investigation which has followed their 
arrest Jn Ohio. They looted the bank 
of about $900 and stole the banker's 
car. 
The car was wrecked in a high- 


way accident in Ohio. 


Another Instance of police failure to 


spot their man is revealed in the return 
of a parole violator to Nebraska. Rus- 
sell Griffin, who violated his parole 
after being released in 1920, disap- 
peared, but was recently located at St. 
Joe. 
There he had served two years 


on the police force, and after that, six 
months In jail on a charge of having 
burglar tools in his possession, accord* 
ing to reports. 


Change marches on, and what once 


was the Nebraska third house is now 
known as the second house. The legis- 
lature, once a two house affair, forced 
the lobbyists to third position, but the 
unlcameral makes it possible for them 
to choose a lower numeral.

Elmont Walte, 


city editor of the Hub, goes to the 
staff of the Arkansas City Traveler, 
the newspaper Editor Jarrell leaves to 
become editor of the Independent. 


The World-Herald: "The next attor- 


ney general of Nebraska, Walter R. 
Johnson, gets off to a good start by 
appointing a legal staff which appears 
to be competent, and by doing away 
with the special deputy for Omaha. Ap- 
pointing- an assistant at Omaha is pay- 
ing a political debt with state money, 
he says, in leaving the post vacant. 
Rarely does an official who holds office 
by election cheerfully dispense with any 
appointive job. To do so in Omahn, 
where there are a lot of votes and a 
good many claimants for preferment, 
is an act of courage as well as of 
economy. We should guess that every 
department head In the state could trim 
his staff if he tried to, and that there 
would be no loss of efficiency

PATENT MEDICINE QUACK. 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch: Disclosures 


are still being made of how liberties 
were taken with other people's money 
under the Musica-Coster domination of 
McKesson & Robbins. Now added to 
these are disclosures of how the name 
of this old and long respected drug firm 
was used to take liberties -with other 
people's health under the masquerader- 
ptrate's administration. 


Official records show that since 1928, 


McKesson & Robbins and its subsidiaries 
have faced 38 charges of violating the 
federal food and drug laws by means of 
misbrandlng or adulterating goods, or 
making false and fraudulent curative 
representations. The company usually 
accepted judgment by default or pleaded 
guilty. Its nostrums were seized and 
destroyed, and on three occasions fines 
of from J25 to $100 were imposed. 


The products condemned included such 


flagrant frauds as Pneumonia Salve, "a 
guaranteed remedy for pneumonia," a 
"syphilis cure," a "rheumatism cure," a 
"diphtheria and pneumonia preventive" 
and a concoction offered "for all respi- 
ratory infections, rh'eumatism and bun- 
Ions." The victims who bought these 
quack preparations not only threw their 
money away, but may have aggravated 
their ailments by delaying proper med- 
ical attention. 


The light penalties indicate no official 


favors for the versatile Miislca, how- 
ever; they represent the customary food 
and drug administration procedure in 
such cases, under the old law. Under 
the new law. passed by the last congress 
and fully in effect next June, it will be 
a different story. Instead of fines so 
light that an offender can regard them 
as a tax on a lucrative ratket, the penal- 
ties mil up to $10.000 and three years' 
imprisonment. New drugs must be tested 
before Introduction, and labels must tell 
the truth. No longer is it necessary to 
prove "intent to defraud.' the loophole 
thru which many a swindler has escaped 
in past years. 


The great majority of honorable drug 


manufacturers welcome these new and 
tighter provisions. Their good name will 
no longer be unjustly discredited if the 
chiseling few nre stopped in their tracks.

WASHINGTON.—President R o o s «- 


velt's message marks an advance on 
all his previous state papers, for it 
Is an explicit statement of the aims 
and purposes of his 
administration, 


made without rancor or emotion, but 
with a deeply earnest conviction that 
liberalism as he conceives it is build- 
ing a stronger and better America, 


With the president's survey of the 


international situation, few observers 
will dissent. Indeed, there will be wide- 
spread approval of the clear re-state- 
ment of America's traditional policy of 
awareness to dangers that confront 
democracy. The national defense plans 
are yet to be revealed in detail, but 
their basic purpose is no longer in 
doubt thruout the world—America lines 
up with democracies and can no longer 
remain "indifferent to international law- 
lessness anywhere." 


But does this mean war? Not at all, 


the president answers, for he points 
out there are other means "of com- 
manding a decent respect for the opin- 
ions of mankind." 
He then proceeds 


to mention the one-sided application to 
world events which rigid neutrality laws 
require, and hints that America will use 
her economic influence and economic 
power to bring home "to aggressor gov- 
eniments the aggregate sentiments of 
our own people." 


When the president transfers 
the 


thoughts of readers and listeners from 
International questions to domestic is- 
sues, he seeks, of course, to persuade 
t;he American people that a "united 
democracy" Is necessary to ward off 
trouble from the outside, and with this 
broad statement few will quarrel. When 
It comes, however, to deciding how 
social and economic reforms can bring- 
unity at home thru removal of the 
present unemployment and threats of 
economic crisis growing out of a rising 
debt, Mr. Roosevelt will find economists 
differing with him. 


The whole thesis of the president's 


speech^ is that the United States can 
work up to an $80,000,000,000 national 
income by careful planning and that 
the tax yield from such a national in- 
come would be around $8,500,000,000 a 
year, or about enough to balance the 
average budget nowadays. 


Statistically, the president Is right. 


The tax rates now in effect are so much 
more productive of revenue than when 
the 1929 rates were on the statute 
books and we last had an $81,000,000,000 
national income that a revenue of 
around 8V6 billion dollars a year could 
be obtained. 


But could the tax revenue be derived 


on a sound economic basis, that is 
could more than 10 percent be taken 
out of the national income by the meth- 
ods now In use, such as payroll taxes 
and heavy taxes Imposed directly on 
business operations, and yet cause na- 
tional income to expand and not break 
down,? 
The rules of experience show 


that It is all very well to project a 
large tax revenue, but It is quite an- 
other thing to collect it without causing 
the national income to drop. 


It is a matter of debate, of course, 


as to what caused the 1937 recession 
In business, but a school of thought 
right here in the government concedes 
that the payroll taxes for social security 
early in 1937 began to withdraw from 
the stream of business rather abruptly 
more than $1,000,000,000 and caused a 
halt in business and a consequently 
abrupt drop in national income. 


It's the way taxes are imposed and 


where they are placed that makes all 
the difference in the world between a 
rising and a falling- national income. 
Somewhat the same contention applies 
to the president's point about the total 
debt of the country, public and private, 
which, he says, "Is no larger today 
than it was in 1929 and the Interest 
thereon Is far less than It was in 1929." 
This is the kind of a general observa- 
tion which on ita face is true, but upon 
analysis does not justify the deductions 
which will be drawn from it. 


Thus, while the interest on govern- 


ment debt has declined materially, this 
is not true of private debt to th» same 
extent. Likewise, the writing down of 
private debt thru liquidation has left 
the country with plart assets which are 
by no means functioning1 as they did in 
1929. 


• The practical question Is how long 


America can pile up four billion dollar 
deficits every year and what effect will 
this rapidly increasing debt have on the 
whole economic system. There are but 
two alternatives—one, of course, is what 
may be teimcd national bankruptcy and 
a breaking down ol government credit, 
and the other is depreciation of the 
dollar. 


The first of these will not happen, 


because political power is too great to 
permit It, and, besides, depreciation of 
the dollar, that Is, bringing the pur- 
chasing power down, is a much easier 
device from a political standpoint. 


The device is usually long drawn out. 


It extends over a period of years and 
Is, therefore, harder for opposition po- 
litical parties to check. Deficit spend- 
ing is the national policy of nearly all 
governments nowadays, and the ques- 
tion is at what level will the govern- 
ments of the world stabilize their cur- 
rencies and their' prices and cause in- 
ternational trade—the life blood of pros- 
perity—to be gradually revived and en- 
larged so as to produce more employ- 
ment everywhere. Mr. Roosevelt's spend- 
ing policy, whether it be for armament 
or relief, ts part' of a world situation, 
and It will continue, for good or for 
ill, til! the whole world recognizes the 
folly of economic nationalism.

It Is now well recognized that 
the modern refined diet of the 
American people is generally de- 
ficient in vitamins and minerals, 
particularly -vitamin B complex 
(that is, B-l or thiamin, B-2 or G 
or rlboflavin, nlcotinic acid or anti- 
pellagra factor, growth 
factor, 
weight factor, antigray hair fac- 
tor, antidermatttis factor and sev- 
eral other unidentified 
entitles 
which grow in or are always as- 
sociated with vitamin B), sunshine 
vitamin D, calcium, phosphorus 
and iron. Sometimes, particularly 
thru the winter months and in 
northern communities, people suf- 
fer lowering of tone or even mani- 
fest impairment of health from 
insufficient daily Intake of the an- 
tiscorbutic vitamin C (ascorbic 
acid, cevitamic acid.) 
If the 
general population so 
commonly suffer moderate health 
deficiencies or functional derange- 
ments from such nutritional faults, 
how much more serious may the 
vitamin shortage not be in in- 
stances where, voluntarily or on 
doctor's order, the diet is much 
restricted ? This restriction of a 
diet which is already only barely 
adequate for the needs of the body 
or perhaps nutritionally Inadequate 
for optimal health, not rarely 
makes manifest the signs or symp- 
toms of what physicians call de- 
ficiency disease which has hitherto 
been marked or latent. The mani- 
festations of the deficiency disor- 
der, due entirely to the restriction 
in the daily intake of the vitamin 
or mineral concerned, confuse the 
picture and render difficult the 
diagnosis and the proper treat- 
ment of the original malady. Or 
in some instances the 
overen- 
thusiastic "dieting" permits such a 
grave nutritional deficiency dis- 
ease to develop that the deficiency 
disease becomes the' chief com- 
plaint and remains long- after the 
original trouble has passed. For 
example, take the sad loss of 
vivacity and vitality, well being 
and 
immunity 
in many 
child 
minded young women who, with- 
out proper medical advice, indeed 
in spite of many warnings against 
it, follow some freak reduction diet 
which In their simplicity they im- 
agine hails from the movie colony. 
Other conditions in which a 
similar serious nutritional defi- 
ciency often develops, thanks fo 
the irrepressible fondness of Mr. 
and Mrs. Public for "doctoring'" 
himself or herself, are stomach 
trouble, so-called "mucous" colitis 
(which isnt colitis at all but 
merely functional 
derangement, 
peptic (stomach, gastric or duo- 
denal) 
ulcer, "nervous 
indlg-es- 
tion," "intestinal indigestion," gall 
bladder trouble, "liver trouble.v 


^Practically every "May eat and 
may not eat" diet list given or 
prescribed prior to 1937, if fol- 
lowed conscientiously for many 
weeks or months, may be depended 
upon to bring1 out manifestations 
of one or several latent deficiency 
diseases, even tho your eminent 
specialist fails to recognize them. 
This applies with special em- 
phasis In diabetes, for in diabetes, 
besides the importance of main- 
taining- vite by an adequate intake 
of essential vitamins anB minerals, 
vitamin B complex has a physiolo- 
gical action akin to that of insulin, 
that Is, It promotes or facilitates 
the oxidation', combustion, utiliza- 
tion of carbohydrate material.

Boston Herald: It is a cardinal 
article of the national socialist 
creed that communism is a Jew- 
ish invention, and that, specifi- 
cally, the red revolution in Rus- 
sia was the work of Jews. The 


facts are against thi*; iHtt per* 
haps that is unimportant. 
At the time of the Leninita 
coup, -Jews formed 3 percent of 
the communist party in Russia. In / 
the original bolshevik committee / 
of 200 there were only seven Jews, 
Radek, Zinoviev, Lltvlnov, Stak- 
lov, Larin, Kamenev and Geneski. 
Of the 17 original commissars, 
Trotsky was the only Jew. Lit- 
vinov is the only Jew in high 
soviet office today. 
In the last free German election 
6,000,000 voted communist. The 
number of Jews In the country 
was about one-tenth of that total. 
Of 100 commuulst deputies elected, 
not one was a Jew. 
Earl Browder and William 2. 
Foster in this country, and Tim 
Buck, the Canadian communist 
leader, are not Jews. Tim Buck, 
running for comptroller in the 
Toronto municipal election, polled 
his highest votes In the least Jew- 
ish wards, and in any case Jews 
in Canada comprise 1.5 percent of 
the population. 


Jews do not win political hon- 
ors in free countries by means of 
a "Jewish vote." Henry Morgan- 
thau is certainly no subversive in- 
fluence in the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, nor does Gov. Lehman of 
New York draw his strength from 
racial connections. It was not his 
race that made Disraeli the dar- 
ling of the British 
imperialist 
party. Rufus Isaacs (Lord Read- 
ing) was not called to the highest 
judicial office in England because ^+.w 
he was a Jew. The independent "^' 
liberal party in Great Britain is 
led by a Jew.

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Gov. Cochran's Address To Legislature 


Governor Cochran's message de- 


ttvered to the 53rd session of the 
legislature of Nebraska, Jan. 5, 1939. 


Mr. Chairman and members of 
the Nebraska legislature: 
In again accepting the office of 
governor and in carrying out my 
constitutional duty in calling atten- 
tion to the conditions and needs of 
the state, I do so with a feeling of 
deep responsibility, a responsibility 
toward 
supplying 
revenue 
for 
needed governmental services and 
at the same time, a responsibility 
for those defraying the cost of 
these services. 
Under 
our state 
constitution. 
members of the 
legislature 
are 
elected on a non-political ballot. 
While there is no such provision 
as to the office of governor, I as- 
sure you I shall be equally as non- 
political, in view of which, we can 
approach these problems with an 
open mind without partisan preju- 
dice, with but one desire and that 
Is to do what is best for the people 
of Nebraska. You and I appreciate 
the confidence they have placed 
in us. 
In appraising the needs of the 
itate, we must take into account the 
condition of the people of the state 
As a whole. We must think in terms 
of what is best for all of Nebraska. 
We must think in terms of majority 
instead of minority interests. We 
must think of ability to supply 
these needs. We must think of a 
36 percent reduction in valuation 
of property during the past ten 
vears and a much greater reduction 
in the average income of our peo- 
ple. 
We are forced to admit we 
cannot maintain the standards for 
Any of the functions of government 
*qual to the standards of ten years 
ago, when the physical value of 
property and the total Income of 
our people were very much above 
.that of today. I call your attention 
to the fact that the value of all 
property for taxation purposes is 
12,033,302,482.00 
today 
compared 
With »3,167,489,300.00 in 1929. This 
reduction In valuation and reduc- 
tion in income have made it neces- 
sary for us to reduce the costs of 
the long established governmental 
services. During the past four years 
the total property tax paid for gov- 
ernmental services in all divisions 
of government, including the state, 
.county, municipality and school dis- 
irict, was 10 percent less as an av- 
erage than during the period of 
four years immediately preceding. I 
cite this as evidence of the re- 
trenchment that has been accom- 
plished in the long established gov- 
ernmental services. 


During recent years, however, we 
have added, new governmental ser- 
vices. In the main these services 
have consisted of those activities 
related to relief In some form, the 
Hocial security law embracing old 
age assistance, aid to dependent 
and crippled children, and to the 
Wind. This trend toward increasing 
the services rendered by government 
extends to our local 
subdivisions 
And Includes such activities as di- 
rect relief on the part ol the coun- 
ties and relief on the part of mu- 
nicipalities as well. Call It by what- 
ever name you may. all of these 
activities performed by all units of 
fovernment constitute in the end 
relief to those In distress. 
t A recent report of your Legisla- 
tive Council discloses that almost 
three million dollars per month is 
•pent by the state, local and federal 
governments for relief In various 
forms In Nebraska. This means that 
while we have been reducing our 
expenditures, for the long estab- 
lished governmental services, both 
local and state, the state has been 
adding new governmental services 
1rtth a net result that despite these 
reductions, state appropriations and 
expenditures have increased and, of 
course, state taxes ns a whole have 
foci-eased. Note well that this In- 
crease In expenditures has come 
about as our capacity to pay has 
decreased. Does not this situation 
dictate to us our duty to cnrry out 
a program of at least halting any 
further Increases In public expen- 
ditures and even accomplishing re- 
ductions wherever possible to do so? 
I feel sure that such a program 
will have the whole hearted sup- 
port of the great majority of Ne- 
braska citizens. 


Social Security, 


• Three years ago. Nebraska adop- 
ted a social security program pro- 
viding for old age assistance, aid 
to crippled and dependent children, 
and to the blind. The first appro- 
priation was for $3,030,054.13 per 
year. The second appropriation was 
lor $3,750,000.00 per year. The total 
number on June 1, 1936, receiving 
Old age assistance was 20,600, The 
total numer on June 1, 1937, was 
36,839. The total number ns of June 


1. 1938. was 26,357. The total num- 
ber today is 26,808. 
At the time this honorable body 
was in session two years ago, when 
appropriations were made for this 
governmental service, the number 
on old age assistance was con - 
stantly increasing and It was recog- 
nized by the legislature that a 
closer supervision was needed to the 
end that the ineliglbles be elimi- 
nated and that those most deserv- 
ing of assistance would receive more 
equitable benefits. As a result, the 
legislature directed the transfer of 
the administration of old age assist- 
ance and related activities to the 
state board of control with pro- 
vision for the appointment of a di- 
rector of assistance bv the governor 
to be confirmed by the legislature. 
Within a very short time after the 
new administration of social secur- 
ity became effective, reductions were 
effected in the old age assistance 
rolls. Had not this closer supervision 
been effected, it Is my opinion that 
tnore than 30,000 would bo receiv- 
ing old age assistance nt the pres- 
ent time instead of 26.808. I say 
this because during that period 
4,808 new cases have been added to 
the rolls and 4,839 have been sub- 
tracted from the rolls. To a small 
5xtent the elimination of those on 
the rolls was due to removal from 
the state and some reductions \rere 
effected thru death. However, large 
reductions were accomplished thru 
closer scrutiny resulting in discov- 
ery and elimination of ineligible 
~-.ses. 
While there have been recent in- 
creases in the rolls at the rate of 
about 150 per month. It is felt from 
the experience thus far had that 
the upward trend can be broken 
and perhaps actual reductions ac- 
complished 
by an 
extension of 
trained personnel selected on the 
basis of a merit system by which 
only persons of demonstrated abil- 
ity and knowledge of the program 
may be employed on this program. 
Legislation 
should 
be 
passed 
which will provide the necessary 
authority for the state assistance 
director to install a merit system 
in the assistance program covering 
both-state and. county personnel, re- 
taining, however, the maximum of 
local control possible. I wish to ad- 
vise you that such legislation will 
be necessary in order to Insure a 
continuation of federal participa- 
tion. 
As you know, the allocation of 
funds for social security is now 
made among the various counties 
of the state on the basis of popula- 
tion. During the past two years, 
we have had difficulty In securing 
approval of this plan by the federal 
social security board. We have been 
unable to secure approval of our 
plan, but we have been able to re- 
ceive federal funds on the promise 
thtit I recommend to this legisla- 
ture that our law be corrected so 
as to provide that all allocations to 
counties be made on the basis of 
need Instead of on the basis of 
population. In passing such legisla- 
tion, it is recommended that a pro- 
vision be inserted stating that the 
director of assistance may use the 
assistance needs as shown by the 
records on June 1, 1938, to deter- 
mine the allotments to be made to 
the various counties. 
House Roll No. 17 of the special 
session of 1935, which provides for 
old age assistance payments of $30 
per month less income, should be 
amended to conform with the fed- 
eral law and the determination of 
payments on a need basis. 
We see n growing tendency by 
which persons plan ahead for the 
time when they will be 65 years of 
age, when they feel there will be n 
grant for them. 
Some dispose of 
their property. In some cases, rela- 
tives who have supported Indigent 
old people up to the time they arc 
65 years of age, refuse to do so any 
longer. In short, we soe n tendency 
for the people to plan for nn Im- 
poverished old-age so that they can 
receive public assistance. We see a 
constantly reduced feeling of re- 
sponsibility upon, thp jaaUi. at rela- 
tives. We see an absence of thrift 
and an Increased tendency to dis- 
regard moral and legal responsibili- 
ties toward relatives in distress. 
The administration of assistance 
can be helped immeasurably by a 
proper Interest on the part of our 
citizens generally, as well as by 
those In public office, by culling At- 
tention to any cases where family 
responsibility Is being neglected or 
the law evaded. The carrying out 
of such n program will rebound to 
greater benefits for those in actual 
need without other means of sup- 
port, family or otherwise. I recom- 
mend the pnssngc, by your honor- 
able body, of legislation which will 
make the laws with reference to 
family responsibility more effective, 
Mnny of the troubles that I have 


described arise from a quite gen- 
eral misconception of our present 
program. What we have today Is 
an assistance or relief program 
based on need, not a pension pro- 
gram based on inherent right. 
It is felt that if first liens could 
be placed against property belong- 
ing to old age assistance recipients, 
considerable refunds would be col- 
lected and it might possibly keep 
some Ineligible persons from apply- 
ing for assistance. 
Attention is called to the legisla- 
tive error made at the close of the 
1937 session by which one-tenth of 
one cent of gasoline tax, intended 
for social security, was in fact not 
appropriated for any purpose. 
It 
cannot be expended for any pur- 
pose until it has been appropriated 
by the legislature. It is recom- 
mended that an emergency appro- 
Ktatlon be made by your honorable 
dy at as early a date as possible 
correcting the legislative error made 
In 1937 and making available the 
proceeds from the on,e-tenth of one 
cent of gasoline tax to which I have 
just referred. I emphasize this mat- 
ter for the reason that this appro- 
priation will be necessary in order 
to make payments to the counties 
on Jan. 15. This does not contem- 
plate any Increase over the 7% 
million dollars appropriated by the 
legislature of 1937 for social secur- 
ity, but would make available the 
7 
],-a million dollars as the legisla- 
ture and the governor intended. Re- 
allocation of accumulated totals In 
counties where the needs are less 
than the present allotments also 
will be necessary. This will likewise 
require emergency legislation. 
It Is recommended that revenue 
be appropriated In order to main- 
tain at least the present standards 
of old age assistance, aid to de- 
pendent and crippled children, and 
to the blind. As a suggestion and 
recommendation the following esti- 
mates may serve as a guide as to 
amounts and sources of revenue: 
Beer and liquor taxes. .$1,500,000 
Per head tax 
:... 1,000,000 
Gas tax from % of lc.. 1,650,000 
Estate tax 
50,000 


Total 
$4,200,000 
In addition to the above, it is 
estimated that $125,000 per year ad- 
ditional may be obtained in federal 
funds for aid to dependent children 
and the blind by matching same 
with county funds raised by levies 
for mother's pensions and for the 
blind. 
The present state appropriation 
per year for 
these activities Is 
$3,750,000. It is recognized that the 
above 
sources 
and 
estimated 
amounts yield art amount somewhat 
in excess of the present 394 millions 
of dollars expended annually. How- 
ever, it is possible, if not probable, 
that the per head tax collections 
may be less than the \ estimated 
amount shown, but it is believed 
that legislation can be passed to 
make the per head tax collections 
more effective. 


Taxation 


The assessed valuation of all 
physical property In the state was 
$3,167.489,300.00 in 1929. The 
as- 
sessed valuation in 1938 was $2,- 
033,302482.00. This means that in 
order to raise the same amount of 
state appropriations from property 
taxes today. It will require 1.55 mills 
as compared with one mill in 1929. 
In other words. It requires a 55 per- 
cent greater levy to raise the same 
amount of money than it did In 
1929. This means that we cannot 
expect to maintain the same stand- 
ards of governmental service, both 
local ana state, as were maintained 
a. decade ago when we were pos- 
sessed of greater wealth and a cor- 
respondingly greater income. 
There axe two general problems to 
taxation: First/ a wise determina- 
tion of public funds to be expended; 
and second, provision for equaliza- 
tion to the end that each citizen 
pny his Just proportion. 
In 1921 the intangible tax law 
was passed, a measure designed to 
tax property In accordance with Its 
valuation at fixed rates, very con- 
siderably below the average mill 
levy for the state. 
It is a well 
known fact that this law has not 
been effective and that millions and 
millions of dollars of Intangible 
property have escaped taxation with 
a result that real estate and other 
property have had to cnrry n heav- 
ier burden to compensate for in- 
tangible 
property 
which 
has 
escaped taxation; The law has gen- 
erally been n failure, despite the 
fact that the mill levy was placed 
low ns nn Inducement to holders of 
Intangible property to declare same 
for taxation purposes. To the end 
that n greater equality in taxation 
may be accomplished with a reduc- 
tion In taxation of other property, 
it is recommended that legislation

be passed along the following lines: 
First, require all stock brokerage 
houses In the state to furnish a list 
of 
all common stock

Second, require state ownership 
certificates on all corporation bonds 
held by residents within the state. 
The national government now re- 
quires ownership certificates for in- 
come tax purposes and a similar 
form can be designed. 
Our state inheritance tax is lower 
than almost any other state in the 
union. It is recommended that the 
rate of inheritance tax Jx raised. 
For many years it has been 
recognized that an Inequality exists 
in the distribution of the tax bur- 
den as between personal and real 
roperty. A report of the state tax 
ommissioner for the year 1937 
hows for example that there are 
more electric washing machines as- 
sessed in a certain county than in 
nother county with ten times its 
opulation. This example applies 
ikewise to other items of personal 
property in the same proportion. 
It is recommended that a study 
made to determine and enact a 
ethod to place personal property 
n the tax rolls on a basis of equal- 
;y._wlth real property, to the end 
hat property of all kinds may be 
axed on a more equitable basis. 
The facilities of the tax commis- 
ioner's office or any other state 
mcy will be made available for 
s study. Suggestions made with 
eference to taxation of intangibles 
nd personal property are in no 
way to be considered as an attempt 
;o raise more public money as a 
whole, but rather to obtain greater 
qualizatlon among the taxpayin? 
public. 
There are two different types" of 
egislative action which may affect 
he taxpayers adversely. One is in- 
reased 
appropriations 
for state 
purposes. 
The other is legislative 
ction granting to officials of local 
ubdivislons of the state the power 
0 increase tax levies. It is neces- 
ary to avoid one as much as the 
ither. 
At the present time it is 
quite natural for some peopte to 
uggest new forms of taxes as a 
means of relieving the taxpayer. 
There is, however, but one way to 
elieve the taxpayer and that is to 
pend less of public funds both as to 
he state and its subdivisions. 
Any discussion of public finances 
n Nebraska would not be complete 
without calling attention to the two 
undamental reasons for Nebraska's 
•plendld position from the stand- 
point of fiscal policy. 
First, constant adherence by the 
itate to the pay-as-we-go policy 
with a consequent freedom from 
bonded indebtedness. 
Second, maintenance of local self 
[overnment. The great degree of 
ocal responsibility that exists has 
made it possible for the state to 
avoid new forms of taxes. 
The first of these fundamental 
reasons springs from the state con- 
titution. The second can be main- 
rained by diligent watchfulness on 
he part of the people and their 
•epresentatlves. 
As required by the state constitu- 
ion, I shall later submit my budget 
>f estimated expenditures necessary 
or the various agencies of state 
overnment. 
My ideas are in harmony with 
he report of the legislative council 
which recommends that sufficient 
eductions be made in appropria- 
tions for the next biennium to ab- 
orb any delinquencies in the gen- 
ral fund during this biennium to 
he end that the state levy for the 
next two years may not exceed the 
evy for this two year period. Legis- 
ation may be necessary to accom- 
plish this. 
Slate Fair. 


Two years ago, I recommended 
hat the state board of agriculture 
be authorized to issue debentures 
or the purpose of refinancing the 
bonds now outstanding upon the 
grandstand on 
the 
state 
fair 
grounds and that the state board of 
iducntional lands and funds be au- 
.horized to invest school funds in 
,hcse bonds. The legislation did not 
xiss. The average rate of interest 
>eing received on school fund in- 
vestments nt the present time is 
ess than 3 percent, but if this 
egislntion had passed, and an in- 
vestment in these bonds had been 
made nt the rate of 3 percent. 
114.720.85 would have been saved to 
apply on indebtedness against the 
grandstand during a two year pe- 
•lod, without impairment of 
our 
school fund. 
The state fair is recognized as one 
of Nebraska's state Institutions. Ap- 
iroprlntions are made every two 
'ears in order to defray the cost of 
,he fair and for the maintenance 
of buildings on the fair grounds; 
icnce the taxpayers of Nebraska 
lave a continuing financial interest 
n the property; they have nn in- 
,erest in any savings that might be 
effected. 
It is ngnin recommended that the 
eglslatlon outlined above be passed 
nt this session. 


Elimination anil Curtailment of 


Boards and Bureaus. 


New responsibilities of 
govern- 
ncnt, both state and national, have 
been responsible for the creation of 
new bureaus, created mninly for 
furnishing relief in -some form. De- 
mands for more regulation have 
ike wise been responsible for some 
additions in governmental agencies. 
1 Invite your study find I pledge 
my co-operation to the end that we 
refrain 
from adopting any new 
agencies nnd thnt we abolish or cur- 
tail the activities of any bureau of 
government, if possible. Certainly 
we should halt any tendency in the 
direction of further increases either 
in the number of bureaus or in the 
activities of existing bureaus. 


Constitutional Amendment. 


Nebraska has five institutions of 
higher learning, the state univer- 
sity nnd four state normal schools, 
Lhe state university being admin- 
istered under the board or regents, 
the normal schools under the board 
of 
education 
for state normal 
schools, in my judgment, there is 
no more excuse for two state boards 
of education than there is for two 
bonrds of education in any local 
school dist rict. It is my opinion 
thnt the cause of education can be 
advanced and a saving in taxpayers' 
money made by having one board 
of education In charge of tOl stnte 
institutions of higher learning. It is 
respectfully recommended that this 
session of the legislature submit a 
constitutional amendment thnt the 
people may hnve nn opportunity to 
effect this saving. 


Insurance. 


The business of insurance Is af- 
fected by a very high degree of 
public Interest and the state has nn 
nctlvc duty in connection with thnt 
business for the protection of the 
widow and the orphan where life 
insurance is Involved and the lawfu 
beneficiary of any kind of insur- 
ance policy. 
In the discharge of this duty the 
state should set up and enforce two 
requirements: First, every new com- 
pany entering the Nebraska field 
should hnve ft financial structure so 
adequate ns to meet every foresee- 
able condition; second, the stole 
thru proper officers should exercise 
a rigid supervision over all compan- 
ies find 
have power to control 
liquidate, or rehabilitate before ac- 


ual Insolvency develops, and thus 
Imely safeguard the interests of the 
>licyholders. 
Experience abundantly has dem- 
nstrated that our present require- 
nents as to financial resources of 
hose entering the field, whether on 
mutual or stock plan, are too low. 
These should be increased. At least 
ne judicial decision has interpreted 
ur present statutes as requiring 
iroof of insolvency before the state 
nay take charge of a mismanaged 
ompany. This is providing for a 
ock after the horse Is gone. I rec- 
mmend such statutory changes as 
will enable the state to act before 
ruin has become an accomplished 
act. 
Banking. 


By their votes the people of Ne- 
iraska have eliminated the require- 
ment of double liability on bank 
tock. This is a mandate. I recom- 
nend revision of our statutes in 
onformity therewith, with due care 
hat rights accrued under the old 
ysfem be not invaded.

There appears to be a strong 
entime-it for continuing a road 
Building program. This is reflected 
11 many ways. Successive legisla- 
ures have passed bills providing for 
xtension of the state highway sys- 
eni. These bills have had almost 
manimous support. In fact, I felt 
t necessary to veto a bill two years 
go in order to halt the extension 
r the state highway system, which 
ad already been extended beyond 
ur ability to finance with respect 
o construction and inair snance. It 
ill take many years at the present 
ate of building to construct the 
ystem 
already 
designated. 
This 
-entiment is reflected further by 
lUmerous delegations many of them 
leaded by members of the legisla- 
ure who have called upon the state 
nglneer and myself to urge con- 
traction in thir respective districts. 
These delegations reflect the attl- 
;ude of the farming and business 
nterests of the state. 
Oftentimes 
rgument made for a project is 
aased on the fact that it will pro- 
Tide labor for rural areas. 
The paving of the original hlgh- 
vays has been greatly retarded oe- 
ause of continual additions made 
•y the legislature to the state high- 
way system requiring improvement 
and maintenance on a constantly 
ncreaslng mileage. Even moderate 
progress such as has been made 
an be maintained only in the event 
hat the present rate of gasoline tax 
s continued and that an unreason- 
able amount not be taken there- 
rom for purposes other than high- 
way use. I do. not insist that the 
present rate of progress be con- 
Inued in highway construction, but 
submit that the public does insist 


>n a rate of progress in the future 
at least equal to that of the past. 
Available federal funds will be 
matched during the present bien- 
nium with the exception of approx- 
mately $1,175,000.00. Had the pro- 
*ram suggested two years ago been 
adopted by the legislature, this loss 
would have been avoided. This pro- 
gram contemplated using a small 
jercentage of county gasoline tax 
unds to match federal feeder road 
allotments to Nebraska. In other 
words, failure to adopt this pro- 
•am in the 1937 session cost more 
han one million dollars to the state 
_ federal funds during this bien- 
lium which we were unable' to 
natch otherwise. 


T acrain recommend that 
pro- 
ision by law be made for the coun- 
ies to match federal feeder road 
unds, with revenue which goes to 
hem, under existing laws, from the 
asoline tax, to the end that we do 
tot suffer another similar loss dur- 
tiK the next biennium. This is en- 
irely logical for the reason that the 
ederal feeder road funds are ex- 
xmded generally on roads now un- 
er county supervision and county 
naintenancn. By following this plan 
if having the counties match fed- 
iral feeder funds from their share 
>f the gasoline tax, the combined 
apaclty to match federal highway 
unds will not be reduced even tho 
ve use one-fourth of a cent more 


" gasoline tax for social security. 
A study of highway use is being 
iiade at the present time by the 
tnte department of roads and Irri- 
gation with the iden of determining 
he equitable allocation of costs of 
lighwny Improvement and maln- 
ennnce among various classes of 
ilghway users and methods of col- 
cction. The Idea behind the study 
s to determine who uses the roads 
nnd to determine further an equit- 
.ble distribution of the cost of the 
'arious uses. Tills data will be made 
.vailable to the legislature nnd It 
s hoped thnt the legislature will 
nake a study of it. 


Highway Safety. 


The 1937 session of the leRlsIa- 
pnssed a. law providing iglsla- 
for a 
. 
>afety patrol, motor vehicle driver's 
icense, nnd for mechanical inspec- 
tion of motor vehicles. For the first 
;ime the upward trend of highway 
atalities has been broken. The to- 
;al loss of life in highway fatalities 
n 1937 was 322. The total loss of 
Ife for 1938 was 223. This repre- 
sents A snvlnp of 99 lives nnd n re- 
duction of 31*;;. In fntnlitles under 
1937. In my opinion this wns ac- 
complished because of the nctivitlcs 
of the stnte safety patrol In co- 
operation with locnl Inw enforcing 
agencies, supported by the press, 
•ndio, civic groups and the public 
generally. While complete statistics 
Tor the year are not now nvnilnble, 
t is believed a proportionate reduc- 
tion hns been made in non-fntnl 
incidents on the highways with nt- 
endnnt reductions in personal in- 
urles nnd property loss. 
The part of this Inw providing 
or mechanical inspection of motor 
vehicles has not been satisfactory. 
It is recommended that this pro- 
vision of the net be repealed and 
thnt the function of mechanical in- 
spection of motor vehicles be .re- 
served to the local subdivisions of 
,he stnte and left optional with 
,hem,

Tuesday in a report to congress 
by R. N. Elliott, acting comptrol- 
ler general. Elliott charged 
that 


Roper and other commerce depart- 
ment officials used the Eala in 
,1934 and 1935 for private parties 
and that the total cost of "un- 
auchorized" use of the vessel was 
59,506.72.

department, 
said 
Elliott 
was 
acting out of

"His version of the jmatter is

MOSCOW, (^PJ. Bryan Grover, 
madcap British air pilot, got his 
wife 
back Wednesday, proving 


again that faint heart never won 
fair lady. 
What diplomatic experts had 


failed to achieve in four years of 
effort, the square jawed English- 
man accomplished in a few weeks 
by daring1 to make a "one man in- 
vasion" of soviet Russia in a sec- 
ond hand plane with only three 
weeks' flying instruction. 


On top of that he carried his case 


to the doorstep of Joseph Stalin 
and offered to become a soviet citi- 
zen if necessary to regain his wife. 


Released by Officials. 


Whether the 37 year old engi- 
neer would be allowed to take his 
wife out of Russia still was not 
certain, but he was with her Wed- 
nesday night "somewhere In Mos- 
cow" after having been released 
by soviet authorities. 


She, too, had definitely been re- 
leased from jail, and all optimists 
who knew anything about the case 


declared the soviet government 
surely would not spoil everything 
now by separating them again. 


The impression gained in official 


circles was that henceforth she 
could do as she pleased. Appar- 
ently Grover's willingness to dare 
anything for the sake of a Russian 
girl rather pleased the kremlin. 


Couldn't Get Back. 


Grover worked in Russia as an 


oil specialist, fell in love with 
Eleana Petrovna Golius and mar- 
ried her In 1933. When he went 
to Iran to work in 1934 he was 
not permitted to enter the country 
to rejoin her or bring her out of 
the country. 


On Nov. 13 he started from 
Stockholm on the "flight for love" 
without permission to enter Rus- 
sia, He was forced down 100 miles 
from Moscow, arrested and jailed 
for six weeks before receiving a 
hearing in municipal court Dec. 31 
when- he pleaded his willingness 
to become a soviet citizen to re- 
gain his wife.

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President's Budget Message To Congress 


WASHINGTON. WP). The text of 
President Roosevelt's budget mes- 
sage to congress: 
To the congress of the United 
Btntes: 
Pursuant to provisions of law, 
•I transmit herewith the budget of 
the U. S. government for the fiscal 
- year ending June 30. 1940, to- 
gether with this message, which is 
, an integral part thereof. The esti- 
mates in this budget are based 
upon a continuation of all taxes 
now in force and upon a careful 
analysis of ths existing obliga- 
tions and future needs of the gov- 
ernment. I, therefore, recommend 
appropriations for the purposes 
specifically detailed in the tables 
which follow. 
The Budget and National Income. 


Taxation yields almost all of the 
Income of the government, leav- 
ing less than 5 percent to come 
from miscellaneous sources. Rev- 
enue from taxes depends mainly 
on two factors: The rate of taxa- 
tion and the total of the national 
Income. This holds true not only 
of direct taxes on personal and 
corpoiate income but also of what 
are known as ad valorem taxes or 
other forms of indirect taxes, for 
the very good reason 
that the 
volume and value of goods pro- 
duced or articles imported vary 
with the rise or fall of the na- 
tion's total income, 
We can and do fix the rate of 
taxation definitely by Jaw. We 
cannot by a simple legislative act 
raise the level of national income, 
but our experience in the last few 
years has amply demonstrated 
that thru wise fiscal policies and 
other acts of government we can 
do much to stimulate it. 
Today the nation's income is in 
' "the neighborhood of 60 billion dol- 
,' lars a year. A few years ago it 
was much lower. It ia our belief 


,' that it ought to be much higher. 
In order that you may know the 
amount of revenue which the gov- 
ernment may expect under the 
existing tax structure as the na- 
tional income rises, the following 
table is submitted.

Ordinary Expenditures. 


The expenditure side of a budget 
may bo divided into two mujoi 
classes, namely—ordinary, which 
includes the operating expendi- 
tures for the norm.nl and continu- 
ing functions of government, nnci 
extraordinary, w h i c h 
include^ 
t li o s e expenditures required to 
meet the nonoperatmg or the un- 
Usuai costs of government. 
Gcneial public \v o r k j, of or 
annual recurrinc nature may fal 
in either class, but m view ol 
their flexibility they have bc< 
classed as extraordinary for the 
purpose of this statement. 


The foregoing table shows that 


the excess of expenditures over 
revenues in the ordinary classifi- 
cation is attributable to various 
causes: New functions undertaken 
more carrying charges on the na- 
tional debt, tho at lower intere 
rat^s; and the inauguration of the 
social security and agriculture 
programs. 
U n d e r nil of these 


clnssificntions, new expenditures 
have been added without corre- 
'sponding increases m taxes. 


Fixed costs have also increase< 
because of numerous new appro- 
priations for grants and subsidies 
Another type of expenditure ha: 


been forced upon us in increasing 
volume by the rcnl necessity fo 
expanding our national defense 
We nre all aware, of the grave an 
unsettling developments in t h e 
f i e l d of international relation 
during the past few years. 
Bo 
cause of the conditions of modern 
warfare, we must now perform in 
advnnce tasks that formerly coulc' 
be postponed until wnr had be 
come imminent. A large part o 
Additional national defense ex 
penditures should, I think, be pu 


in a special category on a tempo- 
rary basis. 
The operating expenses of the 
government have aIso increased 
ocause of reductions in the hours 
if work of certain classes of fed- 
ral employes, and because of ex- 
ansion of the normal functions of 
he government with the growth 
f tl.e country. 
Among the new governmental 
unctions which have added to the 
costs of the ordinary budget, the 
arm program is outstanding. Soil 
'onservation 
expenditures 
a n d 
other outlays for the crop adjust- 
ment program which are of a con- 
tinuing nature and produce no 
lirect return to the federal gov- 
-nment have been only partially 
tvered by new revenues. 
A new, and partly self financ- 


ng, addition was made to the 
•dinary expenditures when the 
icinl security act was passed to 
ifeguard the economic security of 


a large portion of our population, 
fou'ever, no provision was made 
ir revenues which would pay for 
rants to states for old age assis- 
mce, for maternal and child wel- 
ire, for public health work, and 
r aid to dependent children and 


he blind, which expenditures in 
940 will approximate $286,000,- 
00. 
Furthermore, consideration 
s now being given to plans for 
preading the coverage of, and for 
^vising the benefits under, the 
icial security act, and for im- 
.•oving p u b l i c health facilities. 
These plans present major ques- 
ions of future national policy and 
irectly affect the budget. 


Extraordinary Expenditures. 
Beyond these questions of ordi- 


lary expenditures are those which 
elate to the nonoperating or un- 
usual costs of government and in- 
volve extraordinary expenditures 


l 


hat deal more particularly with 
he relationship between f i s c a l 
policy and the economic welfare 
if the country. These questions 
roncern government loans, capital 
mtlays, and relief of need. E^c- 
>enditures made u n d e r these 
leads are of such a flexible char- 
acter as to provide, thru their 
contraction or expansion, a partial 
offset for the rise or fall in the 
ational income. 
The public has been showing an 
ncrcased interest in the adoption 
jy the government of a form of 
>udget which would conform more 
nearly to the practice followed in 
commercial business. 
There has 


been some criticism of the govern- 
ment's practice of including in its 
budgetary expenditures, 
amounts 
disbursed1 for loans, or for self 
liquidating projects, or for , other 
extraordinary 
capital o u t l a y s 


which increase the wealth of the 
.ation. 


I recognize the merit of con- 
structive suggestions of this nature 
ay recommending in my l a s t 
>udj?efc message a change Jn the 
method of financing the require- 
ments of the Commodity Credit 
corporation. This recommendation 
provided for an annual appraisal 
>f the assets and liabilities of the 
corporation, and contemplated that 
any surplus from operations or 
nny impairment of capital result- 
ng from losses be reflected ns 
receipts or expenditures in the 
annual budget. Under this method 
:he budget would be affected, not 
when the investment or loan is 
made, but in the fiscal year when 
Lhe surplus or loss occurs. 
Con- 
gress approved this recommenda- 
tion in the act of March 8, 1938, 
nnd it might well give considera- 
tion to an extension of this prin- 
ciple to other governmental cor- 
porations and c r e d i t agencies, 
such ns: 
Agencies under the farm credit 


administration. 


Electric home and farm author- 


ity.Export-import bank of Wash- 
ington. 
Farm security administration. 
Federal C r o p Insurance cor- 


poration. 
Federal Savings & Loan Insur- 


ance corporation. 
Home Owners Loan corporation. 
Inland Waterways corporation. 
Panama railroad. 
Reconstruction F i n a n c e cor- 


poration. 
Rural electrification administra- 


tion. 
U. S. maritime commission. 
Public projects of a self liqui- 


dating character represent another 
class of expenditures appearing in 
the annual budget as current out- 
lays, to which this principle might 
also be applied. 
For example, 
outlays for the Boulder canyon 
project amounting to more than 
120 million dollars have been in- 
cluded in annual budgetary ex- 
penditures of the government, not- 
withstanding that the total cost oi 
the project, including capitah/ed 
inteiest during the period ot con- 
struction, will be returned to the 
government within 50 years, with 
interest. 


While I do not advocate that 
the government capitalize all of 
its expenditures for physical im- 
provements, it seems to me that 
such portions of tho cost of public 
projects as are clearly self liqui- 
dating should occupy a separata 
category in budgetary reporting. 
Our financial statements, of couise 
should clearly reflect, in appro- 
priate classifications, the amount 
of government outlays for phys- 
ical improvements that are not 
self liquidating in character. 
We 


must take into account the neces- 
sity for making such of these and 
other changes as will permit the 
presentation to the congress and 
to the public of more accurate and 
intelligible s t a t e m e n t s of the 
financial operations of the govern- 
ment. 


I should like to call your atten- 
tion to the following table com- 
paring for the ten year period the 
amount of the federal deficit and 
the increase in the public debt, 
with the amount included therein 
for capital outlays. It should be 
understood that this table is not 
intended to represent values on an 
earning basis. Nevertheless, under 
our policy of expanding capital 
outlays to compensate for varia- 
tion in private capital expendi- 
tures and of making loans to meet 
emergency nerds of our people, 
the .^blc clearly shows that the 
greater part of the deficits nnd (he 
larger part or\ the increase in the 
public debt have gone for perma- 
nent additions to our national 
wealth. 


Let us all fix that fact in our 
minds so that there shall be no 
doubt about it and so that we may 
have a clear and intelligent idea 
of what we have been doing. We 
have not been throwing the tax- 
payers' money out of the window 
or into the sea. 
We have been 
buying real values with it. 
Let 


me repeat: The greater part of 
the budgetary deficits that have 
been incurred have gone for per- 
manent, tangible additions to our 
national wealth. The balance has 
been an investment in the conser- 
vation of our human resources, 
and I do not regard a penny of it 
as wasted..

A year ago I recommended nn 
increase in work relief, public 
works, nnd other related expendi- 
tures to 
check the 
downward 


spiral of business, The downward 
undertaken at that time has con- 
tributed materially, I believe, in 
the existing upward movement of 
business nnd employment, and I 
feel that the business men and 
farmers and workers of the coun- 
try, 
110 less than the unemployed 
arc entitled to an assurance that 
this program will not be curtailed 
arbitrarily or violently. 


The actual cost of work relief 
and 
similar expenditures 
goes 


down after jobs are found by the 
svorkers on these rolls. A violent 
contraction, before the natural ex- 
pansion of private industry is 
ready to take up the slack, would 
mean, not only human misery, but 
a 
disruptive 
withdrawal 
from 


American industry of a volume of 
purchasing power which business 
needs nt this time. The necessity 
of increasing federal expenditures 
a year apo to check a recession 
is a well known fnct. Any decision 
to decrease those expenditures now 
that recovery has just 
started 


would constitute a new policy 
which ought not to be adopted 
without full understanding of what 
may be the result. 
May I say emphatically that I 
am not suggesting an ordinary 
budget which is always balanced 
and an extraordinary budget which 
Is always unbalanced. The ordin- 
ary expenses of government should 
continue to be met out ot current 
revenues. But I also hope that 
those revenues in times of pros- 
perity will provide a surplus which 
can be applied against the public 
debt that the government muat in- 
cur in lean years because of extra- 
ordinary demands upon it. 


I bolieve I am expressing the 
thought of the most far sighted 
students of our economic system in 
saying that It would be unwise 
either 
to 
curtail 
expenditures 


sharply or to impose drastic new 
taxes at this stage of recovery. 
But in view of the addition to our 
public expenditures involved in the 
proposed enlarged national de- 
fense program and the program 
for agricultural parity payments, 
for which no revenue provision han 
yet been made, I think f we might 
safely consider moderate tax in- 
creases 
which would approxi- 


mately meen the, increased cx- 


penditurea on these accounts. It 
should be added, however, that it 
is my firm conviction that such 
new taxes as may b* imposed 
should be most carefully selected 
from the standpoint of avoiding 
repressive effects upon purchas- 
ing power. 


Sound progress toward a budget 
that is formally balanced is not to 
be made by heavily slashing ex- 
penditures or drasticaliy increas- 
ing taxes. On the contrary, it is to 
be sought by employing every ef- 
fective device we may have at our 
command for promoting a steady 
recovery, 
which 
means 
steady 
progress toward the goal of full 
utilization of our resources. We 
can 
contribute 
very 
materially 
toward that end by & wise tax 
program. 
I am recommending the re- 


enactment of the excise taxes 
which will expire in June and July 
of this year, not because I regard 
:hem as ideal components of our 
tax structure, but because their 
collection has been perfected, our 
economy is adjusted to them, and 
we cannot afford at this time to 
sacrifice the revenue they repre- 
sent. It the congress should at 
this session adopt new taxes more 
scientifically planned to care for 
the defense and agricultural pro- 
grams, it is quite possible that the 
existence of these new taxes will 
enable us in a later year to give 
consideration to abolishing some 
of the present excise levies. 
The revised estimate of receipts 
for the fiscal year 1939 as con- 
tained in this budget is $5,520,070,- 
000, and of expenditures, $9,492,- 
329,000, leaving a deficit of $3,972,- 
259,000. 
The estimated receipts for the 
fiscal year 1940 amount to $5,669,- 
320,000, and the expenditures for 
that year are estimated at $8,995,- 
663,000, resulting in a deficit of 
$3,326,343,000. 


Recommendations. 


Temporary miscellaneous inter- 


nal revenue taxes.—I recommend 
that the congress take steps by 
suitable legislation to extend the 
miscellaneous 
internal 
revenue 
taxes which under existing law will 
expire next Jwie and July, and 
also to maintain the current rates 
of those taxes which, would other- 
wise be reduced next June. I con- 
sider that the revenue from such 
taxes or its equivalent is necessary 
for the financing of the budget for 
1940. 
Postal receipts.—The estimates 


of appropriations for the postal 
service included in the 1940 budget 
are predicated upon the enact- 
ment of legislation to provide for 
the continuance during that fiscal 
year of the 3-cent postage rate for 
first class mall other than for local 
delivery. While the government 
collects more than it spends on 
first class mail, the postal service 
is not self supporting because it 
carries other classes of mail at less 
than cost. 


Civilian 
conservation 
corps.— 
The civilian conservation corps has 
demonstrated its usefulness and 
has met with general public ap- 
proval. 
It should be continued 
beyond June 30, 1940, and I recom- 
mend that congress enact during 
its present session the necessary 
legislation to establish the corps 
a permanent agency of the 


government. 
Review of the fiscal years 1938 
and 1939, and the fiscal program 
for 1940: 


This review concerns the cash 
actually received and paid out by 
the treasury in the fiscal year 
1938, the estimates of receipts and 
expenditures for the fiscal year 
1939, and the fiscal program for 
1940. 


Fiscal Year 1938. 


Receipts.—Total 
general 
fund 
receipts for the fiscal year 1938 
amounted to $0,241,061,227 which 
was a gain over 1937 of $947,- 
821,000. The receipts from income 
taxes were $477,091,000 in excess 
of the amount collected from that 
source in 1937 while miscellaneous 
internal taxes were 
$98,235,000" 
more. The amounts collected from 
payroll taxes under 
tHe social 
security and carriers' taxing acts 
were $502,075,000 in excess of the 
amounts collected from the same 
sources during 1937. 
Approxi- 
mately the same amounts were re- 
ceived in each of the two yekrs 
from the tax on unjust enrichment 
nnd from miscellaneous receipts. 
On the other hand, the revenue 
from customs during 1938 declined

Expenditures.—The total expen- 
ditures for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1938 (exclusive of ex- 
penditures for debt retirement and 
those payable from postal reve- 
nue) 
amounted to $7,625.822.158, 
as compared with expenditures on 
the same basis in 1937 of $8.442,- 
408.75(3. Of the reduction of $816,- 
586,000 In the 1938 expenditures 
below those of 1937, the bonus pay- 
ment, which was a nonrecurring 
item in 1937, accounts for $586,- 
665,000. Recovery and relief was 
5772,539.000 less in 1938 than in 
1937, and transactions in revolving 
funds were $82,583,000 less. Trans-

Deficit 
and public debt.—The 
pro.ss deficit for the fiscal year 
1938 amounted to $1,449,625.881.

The esti- 
mated net deficit submitted a year 
ago, as revised and'adjusted, was

Receipts.—Revenue

N. Y. Ad- 
ditionally he took prize money of 
$10,534.49, or more than twice 
the sum of his nearest competitor 
in that field, John 
Revolta of 
Evanston, 111. 


The Vardon ratings were re- 


leased by Fred Corcoran, tourna- 
ment manager of the P. G. A. who 
said Snead's earnings constituted 
an all time record in this country. 
The ratings are based on the posi- 
tions in which the golfers finish

T. R. His Mentor. 


Theodore Roosevelt s personality 


made a poweiful impact on young 
franklin Roosevelt in the days of 
.he first Roosevelt administration 
That has been clear from almost 
the hour Franklin Roosevelt took 
over at the white house 
Within three months of his in- 
auguration m 1933 the democratic 
President Roosevelt cited a pre- 
cept by Teddy His second fireside 
chat with the nation had this key- 
note 
"Theodore 
Roosevelt once 
said to me 'If I can be right 75 


up to the fullest measure of my 
hopes ' 


And in his North Carolina ad- 
dress of this month referring di- 
rectly to the republican election 
sweep in November, it was to 
Theodore Roosevelt writings that 
Franklin turned to find a message 
for himself and his new deal sup- 
DOiters He referred to a 1908 iet- 
;er written by his kinsman, and 
said 
It seems to me that what 
ie said in effect was first that 


must have a definite objective for 
:he improvement of government 
tor the improvement of social and 
economic conditions second, that 
these objectives must be cai ried 
out by definite action and, thiid, 
that in the attaining of them, the 
president and the government and 
:he people as a whole must have 
two essential qualities — first

sense of humor 


Preparing for a Struggle.
